■Field Comment ; On that particular Saturday afternoon, 
orie of the first bright spring days, there were admittedly 
more cars on the road and more people in. tjje streets. The 
Russians did not evidently realize, hoiyever, that the 
nmslcale scene was in an area of French headquarters units, 
billets, clubs and messes. The area is admittedly a 
hazardous one for PREGNAIIT, to have tried an abduction in 
broad daylight.
